Revi  George  If.  Butler  preached  his  first 
sermoji  as  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
C liurg  i Sunday  morning  at  1 1 o’clock  lx-- 
fore  a very  large  audience.  His  text 
from  Acts  xxix,  1<>,  subject.  “Why 
You  sind  for  Me  ? ” 

lie  legan  his  discourse  with  an  apostro- 
phe of  the  Bible  and  noted  its  growing 
popularity  indicated  bv  the  fact  thnt  more 
Bible*  were  sold  last  year  than  five  of  the 
most  popular  novels.  _ He  preached  a 
strong  sermon,  outlining  the  three-fold 
dntii  * of  the  minister  as  the  pastor,  the 
spiritual  overseer  and  the  elder,  or  coun- 
sellor. He  also,  outlined  the  duties  and  ob- 
ligations of  the  church  memliers,  and 
dwell  upon  the  mutual  confidence,  love 
and  labor  necessary  lietween  the  church 
and  lie  pastor  to  accomplish  anything, 
lie  de. 'hired  that  most  any  kind  of  a little 
measly  preacher  will  succeed  if  lie  is  talked 
up.  lw  Iped  up  and  prayed  up  by  a live  con- 
gregation, while  the  liest  and  biggest  will 
ffiil  if  they  are  talked  down,  pulled  down 
and  prayed  down  by  the  chureh  member- 
ship. Mighty  few  preachers,  he  said,  arc 
able  lo  pull  sinners  to  Christ  over  a dead 
congregation.  The  business  sense  of  the 
men,  the  social  power  of  the  wqnien  and 
the  cjnnsecrntion  of  all  the  mcmliership,  he 
declared,  would  make  a church  that  could 
accomplish  anything  for  God  in  Brvan. 

HeJ  declared  he  was  not  here  to  amuse, 
because  that  is  not  the  preacher’s- business; 
nor  was  he  here  to  indulge  in  flights  of  or- 
atorjr,  scatter  star  dust  and  pour  rbsc 
watejr  His  business  was  to  preach  the 
truths  of  tl>4  gospel  as  he  understood 
then!  and  believed  the  congregation  need- 
ed tltcm,  and  that  lit-  would  do  it  if  he  had 
to  tijjke  the  next  train  out  of  town.  He 
Would  do  it.  he  said  with  feeling  and «m- 
phums.  if  he  could  seethe  fires  being  kin- 
dled [for  his  own  incineration.
